Alexander Evans 


The above poem was read at the funeral services for Alexander 
Eyens On Mareh 17, 1912 by the minister, Quincy Short, This service 
was held in the Springville Baptist Church which was just across 
the road from the Evans home. 

Alexander was born in 1839 March 15, and died on March 15, 1912. 
He was born in Marchall Townsnrip, Lawrence County about five miles ° 
north of Oolitic. His father and mother were Calvin and Mary George 
Evans. When a small boy his parents moved to Illinois where his 
Sather died. The mother started to Wisconsin with the children, 
Alexander, and another boy (I think his name was Frank) and a baby 
Girl named Mary, On the way the mother died and the children con- 
tinued the journey. Mary was adopted by some Indians, we do not 
know what happened to Frank, but at the age of sixteen Alexander 
came back to Indiana and lived with his uncle, Jimmy Goorge. The 
George home was near Oolitic, where the Oolitic stone quarry is 
today and by the side of the New State Road 37. This was a large 
two story brick house.» A really fine home for that time. 

Alexander enlisted in the Civil War June 1), 1661 as 2 member 
of Co. F. 15th Indiana Infantry, under Captain Dean. He was 
mustered out June 25, 186l. 
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He returned to Indiana and was married to Martha Ann Hinshaw 
December 28, 166l.. The Hinshaws had come from Virginia from whence 
the Evans! also had- migrated. 


Thomas McCoy was the father of Dan McCoy, z 
Dan McCoy the father of Sarah McCoy, 

Sarah McCoy married a Hinshaw and she was the mother 

of Sarah Hinshaw who was the mother of Martha Ann. 

Martha Ann Hinshaw was the wife of Alexander Ivans. 


I believe that Martha Ann was member of the Springville Church 
of Christ or Christian Church as it is known today. Alexander 
became a member of the Baptist Church about the year 1869. This 
was during a meeting conducted by Joe George. 

Alexander and Martha Ann lived on a farm in Springville. It 
was located just across from the Baptist Church. They had nine 
children: William Jackson, Frank, Leonard, Orval, Walter, Goldie, 
Ethel, Lydia, and Homer.

Calvin Evans was born in Virginia. He came to Lawrence County 
in 1819. He and his brother build houses in Palestine, the first 
county seat of Lawrence County. His brother Richard hauled the 
records from Palestine to Bedford when the Court House was moved. 
Land records show that he owned several pieces Oiutlandy. tims im 
Palestine, tnen near Bedford and next in Marshall Township. He 
was married in 1822 to Mary George who had also come from Virginia. 
His name apvears in the 1830 and 161.0 census but it does not appear 
in the 1850 census. Alexander was born in 1839 and it was said alg 

at his funeral that his parents moved to Illinois when ne 
was young. So they must have moved between 18,0 and 1650, 
Calvin died in Illinois and Alexander came back to Indiana in “1868. 


Edward Evans 


Edward Evans served in the Revolution from Pittsylvania County. 
Virsinia. Edward must be the father of Calvin. This fits the records 
of events since Calvin came from Virginia. They-.are both mentioned 
in the history of Palestine and in the moving of the County seat to 
Bedford, and records have been found that Edward Evans lived in 
Virginia and was rjarried there; some of their children by the first 
marriage were Caleb, John, Robert, Richard, Calvin, Nancy and Sarah.

Edward Evans seems to be the starting point we always go back 
to. His younger brother was John . John was born in Caroline 
County Virginia in 1765. The family had moved to Pittsylvania 
County Virginia in 1778. Edward and John both were in the 
army of the Revolution. They were both in the battle of York- 
town, and both served under Col. Morgan at some time. 


Edward died in 1837 Or 1838. He is buried in the Shiloh Cemen- 
tary in Lawrence County , Indiana.

His wife Elizabeth Howard Evans 
was granted a bounty (land) in Lawrence County for his services 
to his country.

Hilijah Evans was a son of Edward Evans by his first wife, he 
was a brother to Calvin and Richard. One of Elijah's des- 
cendents was George W. Evans of Norfolk, Neb.3;in 1936 he was 
living there and was 80 years of age. 


Perry Evans. was a son of Elijah Evans he came to Indiana 
during the Civil War, since he was in favor of helping the 
slaves he was very unpopular in Ky. 


John Evans of Radnorshire, Wales 


John Evans was one of the first Evans to come to the shores 
of Americae He settled in Montgomery County, Pennsylvania. 1695. 


Since this John Evans would have been around 100 years old 
at the time of the Revolution...it is possible that he might 
have been the grandfather of John and Edward Evans.
